the Protestant and Catholic churches. 

(Note: The social action programs of the 
churches all are sécialistic, internationalist 
and ‘integrationist, making- the white race 
forget its own welfare and future welfare of 
its childrén ‘and favor mass immigration of 
ali the motley racés ‘of the world.) 

“2 > ‘enlist the support of church aid 
church-related bodies in mutually agreed- 
upon projects öf Social action, such as com- 
batting discrimination, improving immigra- 
tion legislation, ete. 

“2 To ‘establish fines of communication 
with these bodies and with Jewish religious 
agencies, both national and local, in order 
to deal with specific community relations 
problems, . . 


“RESOURCES WITHEN THE AGENCY 

‘In carrying out ‘Our program, the re- 
sources of blir agency are, of course, indis- 
pensable. The following facilities are utilized: 

“The Library of Information provides 
us With a daily report on religious activities 
affecting our work, alerting us to new needs 
and iidicating where we may find support 
for our program. This information also sup- 
plies the basis of our own materials, such as 
news iféms ‘concerning intergroup Cooper- 
ation which we have occasion to publicize. 


“2 The ‘Production and Magazitie Divis- 
ions frequently supply us with materials for 
use in Protestant and Catholic press; stories 
and illustrations for curricular materials, etc. 

“3—The Community Services Dept. enables 
us to make ‘available to church groups pub- 
lications of the American Jewish Committee 
as wëll as materials published elsewhere 
which are recommended by the Community 
Service Dept. 

‘4__The Community Activities Dept. has 
assisted, during the past three years, in de- 
veloping within a considerable number of 
chapters, ‘a group of lay people to carry out 
our educational program on a local level and 
furnish us with guidance for program de- 
velopment. From these chapters we have 
developed a national lay committee which 
meets at frequent intervals to provide us 
with guidance and support for ‘our program. 

‘5—The Civil Rights Division furnishes 
information and advice ‘concerning tension 
areas where community relations problems 
involve the religious groups. 

“6—The Radio and Television Division 
furnishes guidance in religious programs 
and alerts us to objectionable material used 
by these media in programs having religious 
content, particularly during Christmas ‘and 
Easter. 

“G—The Film Division renders siniilar 
services in its field, particularly with Tef- 
erétice to biblical films. 

“8—The Youth Division’s staff serves as 
resource people for religious youth confer- 
ences, Materials of this Division are utilized 
in servicing religious youth agencies. 

“9—The Intergroup Education Division is 
consulted frequéntly in helping us suggest 
inférciltiiral programs for religious groups. 
We have developed many contacts between 
the staff of religious groups atid Our inter- 
group consultant. 

“10—The Legal and Investigative Dept. 
from time to time furnishes us with in- 
formation sought by church groups, parti- 
‘cularly those confronted with the problem 
‘of reactionary opposition to social action 
programs.” ; 

I am sure you have not overlooked the 
scope ‘and organization of this machine, its 
thoroughness in spying on American re- 
ligious and social life, and its strange zeal 
for changing us to suit its wishes. 


“BV. RESOURCES OUTSIDE THE AGENCY 
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following four departments cooperate closely 
with us: Racial and Cultural Relations; In- 
ternational Justice and Goodwill; Research; 
and, most frequently, Central Administration. 
Within the Division of Christian Education, 
our major contacts are with the Dept. of 
Intergroup Education, established coopera- 
tively by the American Jewish Committee, 
the ADL and the National Council of 
Churches; and the Departments of Leader- 
ship Education, Curriculum, Audio-Visual 
Aids, and Publications. 

“Our primary Catholic contact is with the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, par- 
ticularly the department of Education and 
Press, We also work with the National 
Catholic Biblical Association, Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, other Catholic universi- 
ties, and individual chanceries. 

“Other sources include the World Council 
of Churches, in connection with such issués 
as Israel, DP legislation, immigration; State 
and City Church Councils and Ministerial 
Associations, in dealing with local problems; 
the Religious Education Association; the 
Catholic and Protestant press; the Protestant 
Film and Radio Commission; National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. . . 


“yV, METHODS AND MATERIAL 
“We are concerned, therefore, not only 
with what is taught in Christian education, 
but with the attitudes of the educator who 
trains the teachers, and of the teachers 
themselves. The environment surrounding 
the learning process also concerns us. 


“The attitudes of the individual child in 
the Sunday School class are influenced by 
the group itself as much as by what his 
teachers seek to impart. .. Thus, what we 
are concerned with is not simply changing 
what is said about Jews and Judaism in the 
literature of Christian ‘education, but intro- 
ducing a new and positive view of Jews and 
Judaism into the dynamics of Christian edu- 
cation. Our approach seeks to take advan- 
tage of the group life fostered by church 
organizations. . . ; 

‘In education . . . our aid is given on many 
levels and in a variety of ways: calling 
attention to objectionable educational ma- 
terial; helping to produce positive material; 
helping to train teachers, ministers and 


teacher-trainers; providing ‘audio-visual aids — 


and similar services.” 


Unfortunately, our space is limited. But 
I must add one statement made at the bot- 
tom of page 99: 

“The growth of fundamentalism, referred 
to above, presents us with severe handicaps 
in the social action field.” 

And I must also add two or three para- 
graphs beginning at the bottom of page 100: 
“1I—The establishment of a Dept. of In- 
tergroup Education within the National 
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months of its existence the Dept. ‘has gained 
status and recognition. It has now reached 
the point where it is called upon regularly 
to provide material to hundreds of organ- 
izations. Almost every branch ‘of Protes- 
tantism is beginning to turn to ‘this office 
for intergroup and interfaith materials. ‘It 


has been invited to create ‘manuals for. 


study groups in interfaith problems, 


 «2__Meetings with top Protestant leader- 
ship have now been established on a regu- 
lar ‘basis... 


“5-Our Division has now achieved suffi- 
cient recognition in the interreligious field 
so that outside agencies and mass media 
turn to us for guidance. For example, 2 
national network preparing an Easter script, 


Pontius Pilate, was referred to us by the ~ ; 


NCCJ (National Conference of Christians 
and Jews) for guidance.” 

Obviously the literature your children are 
reading in Sunday. School and the “educa- 


tional” and “religious” films they are shown ` 


under church auspices, are of doubtful origin 
if your church is affiliated with the National 
Council, We must no longer expect the liter- 
ature to be Christian or American. The pro- 
gram of the AJC as above revealed is polit- 
ical and entirely pro-Jewish, not pro-Christ- 
ian. How could it be pro-Christian when it 
is the AJC which takes the lead in driving 
out the last suggestion of ‘Christmas and 
Christian traditions from ‘the schools? 

Do you suppose your ministér ‘knows about 
the working arrangements “established co- 
operatively by the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, the Anti-Defamation Eëagüe and the 
National Council of Churches” ‘with the de- 
partments of the National Council of 
Churches? Why not take ‘thisand have a 
talk with him about it to see if he can find 
‘some ‘other source of Sunday School and 
church literature and films? .
